THE RATIONALE OF THE PARA- 
SITES. 

' No reformation " says n celebrated 
writer, " is so hazardous ns that of retrench- 
ment ; it forcoa tbe corrupt to give a practi- 
cal assent to a system which they outwardly 
extol, but inwardly exeorate." Never was 
there a more correct aphorism, and never 
was thore a better illustration of the senti- 
ment than the feeling which is evinced by 
the enemies of the public good at present on 
Vancouver Island. The ghouls who futlin 
on decay, the creatures who have been 
houndiHg on the country to its death, liavo 
been brought to bay, and in the terror ol th 
moment have boon forced to lake up the 
country's shibboleth, and cry " retrenchment." 
They aro in lavor of retrenchment — indeed 
they are — they are quiet, uiiolloudinf; people ; 
they ncvor wished the country to be over- 
burdened, to retain u large stafl ol ollieiaU : 
(jottinir a littlo holder as the excitement de- 
creases — just us the pallid wrotch who has 
escaped from the dock becomes more oonfi- 
dout when ho breathes the outei atmosphere — 
tliey assert that they desired the expenses lo 
bo cut down, bu! thai the task should have 
been performed by gentler hands. It w * 
necessary that the number of officials should 
have been reduced, but than why was tut 
private secretary interfered with. The 
assessor was a costly office, but it was wrong 
to amalgamate it. and diminish expense. 
There wore too many clerks, bill they should'at 
have been reduced. The salaries were loo 
high, but it was very moan to ourtail them 
Retrenchment, in fact, was absolutely rieces« 
sary, but then it should not hove interfered 
with tho dignity of Government and the in- 
terests of the officials- 

Such is Iho language of those parasites who 
hang around tho garments of officialism, and 
auoh ore the drivellings of that political 
refuse which finds an apt vent for its impo- 
tent spleen in Iho columns of our morning 
contemporary. Outwardly extolling the ac- 
tion they inwardly execrate they present a 
spoctaclo as humiliating as it is ridiculous. 
In the Legislative Assembly thoy are a 
uullily ; in the public meeting they are afraid 
even to hold up their hands. Skulking in 
corners and hissing in quartets ; fabricating 
•expressions that were never uttered, senti- 
ments that were never penned, and actions 
that wore nevor performed, they nppoar tho 
incarnation of spiteful imbecility. At one 
moment they complain of a majority ruliug 
in tho Legislature, at another they aro iudic« 
nant because some ono is called upon to 
speak at a public meeting. Unable to make 
tbe first ellort to promote tho welfarn of the 
country themselves they stand yolp'mg, like 
so many small dogs in the manger, at every 
one who attempts to enter the gato of pro. 
grass. Thoy are as profound in iheir reason- 
ing as they aro sincoro in thoir protustatious- 
They do not think there is any use for public 
meetings. If the Assembly, they say, has a 
constitutional right to do n certain tbiru-, 
why ask a public meeting to endorse it, ami 
if it has not a right, why ask the public to 
say it has. This is tho very quintessence ol 
VVhateley. If a thing is constitutionally 
right it need uot bo sustained. It is consii- 
tutionally right in England to extend the 
franchise, ergo, there should be no public 
meetings lo sustain the Reform party in the 
House ol Commons. This is the logic of one 
of the Chronicle politicastnrs, sagely ondoised 
by tho Chronicle itself. Tho public must not 
ratify any action ol tho House of Assembly 
for fear the action may be wrong, or because 
the action may be right. Again, no person 
inuat speak at a public meeting, because he 
may have an interest in getting tho public 
to think as ha does. The faol that mooting - 
are open to all— that if a fallacy is delivered, 
anyone who chooses may reltito it — and that 
the public themselves arc left to bo the li ial 
judge— goes for nothing; lor when a Betiti- 
ment or resolution meets with t'.ic unanimous 
sanction ol the public, il is always done by 
some wire-pulling — in other words, accord- 
ing ito these authorities, tho people never 
know what they are doing. 

Again, il any one asserts that Governments 
are not sacred things, thai thoy should come 
like every other institution under the laws 
of political economy, these profound nonen 
tttios deoluro that it is rank blasphemy. 
Tho Crown has no figurative meaning with 
Ihem — it is rea'ly ihe thing ol jewels — I he 
" bauble." Iu their .sagacious eyes the 
whole fabric ol tho British Constitution 
would tumble to pieces ihe very moment u 
Governor opined a Legislature without hi- 
s.vord unci cocked hat. Giva them the wig 
and gown no matter if sawdust make up the 
inside. They rejoice that it has only tuken 
1^000,000 to keep five or six thousand 
peoplo in order during the last year in 
British Columbia, and draw comparisons 
between tho oll'ouees cominittod.by a popu 
lotion of two thousand miners and those com- 
mitted by twenty or thirty times the number. 
Their ideas, if indeed we can dignify their 
moutnl emanations by such a term, may be 
briefly summed up thus : Qovernmenls are 
things created for tho especial benefil ol those 
iu power. II we enn get law aud order 
carried out, ami all the duties of an efficient 
administration lil!od lor twenty or thir y 
thousand dollars a year, let us vote the propo- 
sition "dirty democracy," and lino scions ol 
truo nobiliiy as we aro, go in lor $300,000. 
This at loasl will show that we are alivo lo 
<Iigniiy, although perohanco it may add to 
tho work ol tho bankruptcy ooutt. Lot us 
1)0 certain to talk glibly about the " stylo " 
in which tho officers or the Government 
should live; If for nothing else than to 
nhow our appreciation <>l iho apo-llkp 
quality ol Imilatii u. Lot us osohew 
everything in the shape of nscfulnesR m 
economy. U one olaik ii wanted let usem- 
julov iwo, If u ""' ( ' 1 '"' 11,1 11 



avoid contracts and givo it out to private 
friends. In this manner wo shall show our 
detestation of that vulgor scienoe called politi- 
cal economy— of being, in fact, above the 
suspicion of having the Government of the 
country carried on at the lowest possible 
cost. Fire companies, tho Chronicle main- 
tains, buy engines for show not t»r use— 
they tuke pride in tho gilding and tho paint, 
not in Iho power or capacity of tho machine ; 
let us do the same. Lot us emulate tho 
Pharisee of old and ooncontrato all oar atten- 
tion on the outside — let us adopt this system 
mid wo shall satisfy our morning contem- 
porary, its half dozen scribblers, and its 
thirteen supporters. We shall, of oourse, in- 
sult tho intelligence of the whole community, 
but what of that — " tho people don't under* 
stand tho question."

The Advertiser says the ofiiciul account docs 
not tell Iho whole truth ol the matter, and 
states that the American flag wns used as u 
dt coy at 1 1 i lo, tu deceive tho Themia and 
entice her into Ihut port, and thon asks : — 
'• By what right wa.i the American flag used 
lor the shameful purpose indicated ? Tho 
account says if the Nettie had been ablo to 
run nit lo sea, the Themis would then havo 
beer, nt tb" mercy of tho force under his 
command, With tho American flag flying at 

I ho masthead perhaps sho would. Wo uro 
not very much skilled In international law, 
but it looks as if considerable liberty had 
been taken with the American flag on tho 
occasion referred to, We condemn the rebel 
pirates lor hoisting the American flag as a 
decoy whenever they met nn American ves- 
sel. Is ihe hewa any loso in this caso ? Not 
less ridiculous than the expedition after tho 
Themis was the arraigning of tho girl boforo 
the police judge, and tho termination of ihe 
suit. Everybody know who and what she 
was ; but that she should be arraigned for 
tiots which she rail been encouraged in up to 
a certain date was very singular. And when 
Ihe truth began to como out before his honor 
in court, and very uuwolcome facts began to 
bo made public under oath, tho whole case 
was dropped milliliter, the Attorney-General 
enlering n nolle prosequi and the judgu Bend- 
ing tho girl homo. Thus terminated the 
farce. Captain Hanham nays the expense of 
bis part ol ihe spoi l out ol his own pocket, 
and were ihe other to bo paid by private 
purse, no one would have a right to complain. 
But against the Slate being callod on to pay 
two thousand dollars, more or less, the tax- 
payers protest.' — Oregonian. 

Mr. Colfax's] Election — A Washington 
correspondent of thu Oregonian, makes tho 
following pleasing allusion to tho re-election 
of tho Hon. Schuyler Colfax as Speaker ol tho 
U. S. House of Representatives : I noticed 
that Mr Colfax's moiher nnd sister were ic 
the gallery looking down upon the election of 
the son and brother for the secoud time, tu 
this high ullice. They are sweet and home- 
like laces and always welcome in the Lost 
homes ol Washington. The Colfaxes are to 
receive their friends ns usual on Four-aud- 
a-Hall street, a little north of the Avenue. 
Senator Wude and wife li vo there with them, 
and in n neat, modest, yel comfortable way 
they will pass Ihe winter. I understand that 
Mr. Colfux intends that this shall end his 
career as a member of Congress. Twice 
elected Speaker, he ennnot hope for any 
higher honors at the hands of the Huuse. 
Probably at some future day, he may come 
to the Senate from Indiana but I doubl it. 

II ho lives a few years he may bo put on tho 
National ticket as Vice President and finally 
as President. He is a young man and can 
ollord to wait, lime will do his work for 
him if he can bo patient, but the American 
politician etinnol wait. This is generally 
true ol him. Mr Colfux may prove an ex- 
ception to the general rule. 

The Position or Affairs at Aoapdlco.— 
When the Golden City stopped at Acapulco at 
midnight, December 2oth, a French officer 
boarded her. It being generally understood 
that sickness and hostilities combined to 
forbid passengers to go ashore, somo one of 
them said lo tho Frenchman, "I suppose we 
are not allowed to land.'' "Oh," said he, 
extra politely, "there are no restrictions. But 
it would be well to observe, that if you carry 
a lantern, the Mexican guerrillas on the bill 
will shoot you. If you can get along without 
a light, our men will take you for a .Mexican 
sneaking around, and pop you over. Gentle- 
men you are all free to land.'' Gentlemen ex- 
cused themselves. The troops on both sides 
are Mexicans. The invaders are dying fast 
with the Acapulco fever, and the French man- 
of-war's men are expecting orders to with- 
dr iw. The Admiral's flag-ship entered ns the 
Gulden City left.— Altu. 

Lives Lost in the V S. Rebellion. — The 
War Department compotes the number of 
deaths in the Union armies, since the com- 
mencement of the war at 325,000, and of 
Southern soldiers nt 200,000, making at leas t 
52f>,000 lives that have been lost, a part of the 
costly price paid for the defence of the nation's 
life. At Gettysburg 23,000 Union soldiers 
were killed, wounded or taken prisoners — our 
greatest loss during one campaign. General 
Grant's losses, from the time he crossed the 
Itupidan until the surrender of Lee, were 
about 90,000. Great as were our losses, they 
were far below those Incurred in European 
war-, owing to the superior medical and sani- 
tary arrangements, and the care ol the Govern- 
ment for its troops. — Oregonian. 



Narrow Escape — Two men, who started 
from Freeport lor this place on Wednesday 
lust, in a mall canoe, narrowly escaped 
drowning. It was blowing quite bard, and 
when within one mile ol this town, the cunoe 
was suddenly filled and upset, and it was 
only by the Utmost exertions they wore en- 
abled to swim to the shoro, which they 
reached about dark totally exhausted and 
almost frozen, having been swimming in a 
rough sea for two or three hours — Seattle 
Gazette.

Tho largest number 
in service at any ono lime was on tho loth 
July, 18G5, viz., 123,150. The losses rmong 
these troops during the war from all causes 
(except such as were mustered out) was 
68,178. The number still in tho service is 
85,024. — Oregonian.

THE STEAMSHIP MONOPOLY- 

(From thr Oregonian Jon. 22.) 
We are called upon to correct a statement 
which appeared in this column on Saturday 
last, in reference to treatment of passengers 
by the Pacific, who were put on shore below 
tbo city, and not allowed to proceed on their 
voyage without paying their passage, when 
they had once paid, and held their tickets. 
The agents of the California Steam Navigation 
Company claim that tho passengers had no 
right to go by the Pacific, as their tickets 
were to go from Astoria by the Sierra Nevada. 
Now, it was not specified on those tickets by 
what steamer they were to go. Tbo passen- 
gers paid their fare through from Victoria, 
and were to leave by the steamer of Jan. 2d, 
(on or about.) They were unfortunately de- 
layed, and we are sere they bavo a right to 
complain at not being allowed to go by the 
tirst steamer after they reached here, inasmuch 
as it is well known that the California com- 
pany own both the Active and the Pacific, nnd 
their arrangements are such with Holliday's 
line that it could not possibly have resulted In 
loss to cither. If it was not the turn of the 
Pacific, if she was not authorised to lake 
those passengers, then we assert that so long 
as the Sierra Nevada was at the wharf, the 
Pacific did wrong to leuve as she did. The 
fact that the tickets of these persons called for 
passage from Astoria does not ali'ect the 
justice of the matter, they were shamel'u.ly 
imposed upon, and any man of business can 
see what is apt to result from a detention of 
three weeks lo a person, who is travelling on 
an important mission. 

Wo are glad to know that tho matter has 
not stopped here, und wo urgontly hopo that 
a candid investigation of Iho cubc may result 
in Ihe findijg of iho oairiers in this '.nstanco 
guilty of a flagrant violation, as it is, of the 
priooiploa which govern common carriers, 
Should they fuil to obtain that measure of 
justice thoy ore entitled to, it could bo at- 
tributed to none other than tho moro techni- 
cality that thoy embarked at Portland in- 
stead of Astoria, and as BtoamBliips are not 
obliged to tako pn .songcra from this place 
to Astoria, thoy could not got thore lor thu 
purposu of fulfilling thai r part of tho con- 
tract. These passengers wore not disposed 
to complain of their detention on account of 
tho accident which happened the Sierra No- 
voda, bnt still anxious lo go forward, waited 
as patiently as pofsiblo for the Pacific to ar- 
rive. Whoa |thc la Iter vessol took liar de- 
parture it was fieozing, and the Sierra 
Novado could by no moans possibly got off 
■ooner thnn after tho second night following 
Were they not ontitlod to n spark ol gentil- 
ity, undor Iheac circumstances 7 Were Ihey 
to bo treated liko dogs because, they hailed 
from John Bull's possessions ! By no means; 
they wcro gentlenion, and expected lo bo 
treated liko gentlemen. Wo havo not tho 
slightost alteration to mnlto to our statement 
of Saturday last. Tho matter has again 
givon riso to convocation in a mannor that 
mn$ result to our home interests. For years 
wo havo sullcrod intolerably at tho hands of 
theau monopolists — thay oarry our freights, 
they oarry our passengers in ooclrle-aholl 
crafts quile unfit for tho service, und not 
adapted to tho trade. Thoy never think of 
giving us anything bettor than tho old worn 
out tubs that havo commenced duoayiiig in 
the aggrandisement of Onliloinia, thinking 
even these quitn as good as tho " ignorant 
miners of Oregon" should huvo.. No " in- 
telligent California!]," no " shrewd business 
man," need patronise these unlois they 
choose so to do. For years wo have listened 
to promisos, and boon doludod by tho hopo 
ttiat something would ho done through tho* 
enorgy and onterDiiso of our own pooplo, 
to eheok tho policy hitherto pursued by 
these concerns. At no lime hai the coast 



looked so promising as now. There is an 
olegant ship building in Now York, thanks 
to tho enorgy of her owners, which promises 
woll for us. Wo hopo to see her hero before 
many months, to form the nucleus of a lino 
that may compel thuso now in tho trado to 
toko such passengers as they lately put en 
Bhoro — aud ho eager to got them. , 

TELEGRAPHIC. 

[Despatches to the Oregonian.] 

European News- 
Tho Bombay, from Liverpool the 23rd, 
and Queeustown tho 24th tilt., has ar- 
rived. 

Tho correspondence between Minister 
Adams nnd End Clarendon in published, 
atsd is voluminous. It includes sugges- 
tions of Mr. Adams that when tho She- 
nandoah arrived nt Liverpool, I lie British 
Government should have token some 
action nguinst tho crew. Clarendon's 
reply is, there was nothing to juslify any 
action against such of the crow as might 
be British subjects. Ho says the naval 
officer at Liverpool was fully satisfied 
that tho crow wcro all foreigners. 

A Feninn named Barr, convicted, at 
Dublin, litis been removed lo Barlow 
Prison. 

The London Globe highly eulogises 
Grant's official report, und soys it is a 
very nblo, clenr, aud strikingly modest 
docuinoiit, fruuhly utlinitting failures itiul 
losses. 

Coiik, Dec. 21. — Churles Underwood 
was found guilty of treason, and has been 
sentenced to ten years' penal servitude. 

Further diplomatic correspondence bc- 
tweon Adams and the British Foreign 
Secretary, bus been published respecting 
tho Shenandoah. Undor the date of No- 
vember 21, Adams says that he is 
instructed to slate that the proposition of 
Hor Majesty's Government for creating a 
joint commission is respectfully declined. 
December 21st, Clarendon, writing to 
Adunis, says Her Majesty considers that 
no advantage can result from prolonging 
tho controversy, the topics of which might 
possibly, if continued, induce acrimony 
between England and the United States. 
Clarendon, however, declares how strongly 
Her Majesty and the people of England 
desire to bo in cIoho friendship with tho 
United States. Virtually, this contro- 
versy leaves tne question of American 
cluims on England suspended. 

The steamer I be, from Cork, was 
wrecked near Cork, and about 200 lives 
lost. 

The Timet has an editorial on Secre- 
tary McCulloch's report, which says it is 
singularly able.

It is confirmed that tho French Gov- 
ernment has resolved to withdraw from 
the extradition treaty with England. 
The treaty expires in Juno next. 

Tho market remains good with an ad- 
vancing tendency. At Liverpool bread- 
stuffs wcro flat with a downward tendency. 
Provisions quiet. At London on Friday, 
Consols were quoted at 87^ to 88J and 
o-'JOs 06$ to 66f. 

Weekly returns of the Bank of Frnace 
show an increase of bullion amounting to 
over thirteen and a half millions. 

A Paris letter says tho report of the 
Foreign Minister is expected to be issued 
on the 23rd. It states that the year 
1865 will closo with probably a small 
excess over 1S6-1, in consequence of the 
reduction of expenditures. It will also 
show au oxcess of thirty million of francs 
to bo carried to the sinking lund. 

Congressional- 

Washington, .Ian. 15. — In the House, 
Delano of Ohio, presented the credentials 
of tho representatives elect from Arkan- 
sas. Referred to the Committee on 
reconstruction. 

Conklin, of New York, introduced an 
amendment to the Constitution, which 
was similarly referred. The amendment 
provides that the basis of representation 
and taxation shall he the whole number 
of citizens of the United States, but 
where colored people are denied the right 
of suffrage, such race shall bo exempted 
from tho basis 

Brownell, of of Pennsylvania, offered a 
resolution setting forth that as the white 
men in the District of Columbia have 
decided that the blacks shall not vote, the 
Committee for the District of Columbia 
inquire into the expediency of ordering 
au election at which the blacks shall 
decide whether the whites shall vote. 
Laid on the table. 

Kasson, of Iowa, from the special Com- 
mittee, made a statement refuting the 
charge of the New Vork News, that Mrs. 
Lincoln had been guilty of larceny of 
furniture, it., from the White House. 
He said the Committee had examined 
over a do/en witnesses and found no 
ground for the charge. (July one article 
was missing, and that was given to Mrs, 
Lincoln by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and Commissioner of Public buildings.

Washington, Jan. 15.— Senator Chan- 
dler offered a preamble and resolution 
declaring as follows : The British Gov- 
ernment having refused indemnity for 
damage American commorco by her sub- 
jects, therefore 

Unsolved, That the President bo reques- 
ted to withdraw our Minister from the 
Court of St. James ami dcclaro national 
noii-intercourso botween tho two nations. 

Mr. Dixon objected to tho resolution. 
It was laid over under tho rules. 

Mr. Howard offered a resolution, calling 
for tho trial of Jeff. Davis and Clay by 
military commission or court-martial. 
Resolution objected to and lies over. 

Revenue Taxes- 

New Yobk, Jan. 13.— The Herald's 
Washington despatch says that no reduc- 
tion on revenue tax on tobacco, whisky, 
cotton or petroleum is contemplated, but 
tho tax is likely to be inorcasod. Tho 
warehouses, of Antonio Marcus, at Mala- 
moras, wns burned.
